CALCIUM CARBIDE RULES, 1987 
CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 

1. (1) Short tjtle and commencement—^These 

rules may be called the Calcium Carbide 
Rules, 1987. 

(2) Tliey shaU come into force on the date 
of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definitions,—^In these rules, unless ,thc context 

otherwise requires— 

(a) "'Act” means the Petroleum Act, 1934 
(30 of 1934); 

fb) “Carbide” means Calcium Carbide-, 

(c) “Chief Controller” means the Chief Cont¬ 
roller of Explosives; 

(d) “Conservator of the Port” includes any 
person acting under the authority of the 
officer or body of persons appointed to be 
Conservator of a Port under section 7 of 
the Indian PoUs Act, 1908 (15 of 1908); 

(e) “Controller of Explosives” includes a Joint 

Chief Controller of Explosives, Deputy 
Chief Controller of Explosives and Deputy 
Controller of Explosives; 

(f) “district authority” means— 

(al a Commissioner of Police or Deputy 
Commissioner of Police in any town 
having a Commissioner of Police; and 
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(h) in any other place, the District Magist¬ 
rate; 

(g) "District Magistrate” includes an Addi¬ 
tional Djst-.ict Magistrate' and in the State 
of Punjab and Haryana and in the Karai- 
kal, Mahe and Yanam areas of the Union 
tcirOory of Pondicherry, also include^ a 
Sub-divisional Magistrate;

no copper in its composition; 

(ii) is hermetically closed at all times ex¬ 
cept when its contents are being placed 
within i; or withdrawn from it; and 

(iii) bears a stamped embossed, painted or 
printed warning exhibiting in cons¬ 
picuous ^characters the words “Calcium 
Carbide”— 

Dangerous if not kept dry” and the fol¬ 
lowing caution 

“The contents of this package are liable, if 
brought into contact wdlh moisture, to 
give off a highly inflammable gas” : 

Provided that for the containers of carbide 
imported, the warning shall be accord¬ 
ing to rc^'evant Interna ion-il Code 

(k) “Sampling Officer” means an officer autho¬ 
rised by the Central Government under 
Sub-section (1) of section 14 of the Act. 

CHAPTER T1 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 

3. CaiTiide to be packed in prescribed recep¬ 
tacles, Carbide shall not be imported, transported 
taciew'^^ Packed in pre.scribed recep- 

Provided that the Chief Controller may permit 
any receptacle other than the prescribed 
one if he is slalisfied that such a recep¬ 
tacle may be used without any undue 
liayard. 

4 Restrietmn on delivery and despatch of car- 
hide.—No person shall deliver or despatch any car¬ 
bide to any person other than the holder of a stor¬ 
age licence or Ins authorksed agent or a port auto- 
ritv (ir a railway adminislralion : 

Provided that nothing in this rule shah apply 
delivery or despatch to any person 
of Carbide in quantities which are per- 
niitted by rule 26 to be stored without a 
licence. 
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5. Precautions against contact with water.— 
Every reasonable precaution shall be taken to pre¬ 
vent carbide coming into contact with water, and 
where such contact may have occurred, to prevent 
ignition of the gas. 

6. Disposal of carbide if wet,—If any carbide 
becomes wet and tbc receptacle becomes hot it shall 
be destroyed by being submerged in deep water. If 
deep water is not available, the wet carbide, shall 
be spread out in the open in an isolated place, and 
all precautions shall be taken to prevent any fire or 
artificial light or article capable of igniting acetylene 
being brought near until the material has given off 
its gas and the surrounding area has become free of 
gas. 

Note :—The fact of carbide having become wet, 
will be indicated by the outward appear¬ 
ance of the drum, and probably by a dis¬ 
agreeable odour, showing a leakage of 
gas, 

7. Children and intoxicated persons.—No person 
shall cnipltiy or allow— 

(i) any child under eighteen years of age; or 

fii) any person who is in a state of intoxica¬ 
tion— 

(a) for the purpose of loading, unloading or 

transport of carbide; or 

(b) to enter any premises licensed under 
these niles. 

8 Prohibition of smoking, fires and lights.—No 
person shall smoke, and no fires, artificial lights or 
articles capable of igniting acetylene shall be per¬ 
mitted— 

(a) at any tirhe within or near the place 
where carbide is stored; 

(b) near a vehicle or vessel transporting 
carbide.
